Freight Traffic Is Cut and 
Travelers Stay Home.

Freight rates have been 
kicked so high that traffic is discour-

The business slump has beiuced traf- 
fic until ’the freight movement is 
smaller than during the switchmen's 
strike last year, but even when indus-

railroaders and manufacturers say, 


may continue to serve as a curtailing 


factor. 
“Inability to Pay” Argued. 

The line of argument revolved 
around the old question of “ inability 
to pay,” which the board last week de- 
clared outside its jurisdiction. It runs 
in a circle thus: High wages mean 
high rates; high rates mean smaller 
volume’ of traffic and lower earnings; 
tKis in turn threatens the road with 
strangulation, which mean no 
jobs for the workers.
